Thia  ooipet'a 
orbit  Is  lieintf  i>nshe.l  nrar»>r  the  earth 
In  each  of  Its  appearancew,  due  to  the 
innuence  of  Jupiter.  It  makes  an  up 
paaraao*  every  C,I»S  yaara,  and  Ita  path- 
way extends  from  about  the  ilun's  aclip- 
tlo  orbit  to  a  point  where  Jupiter  per- 
forms Ita  revolutions. 

"AHtronomers  are  expSbtlnp  Ita  ap- 
p«aran<e  in  .luly  thla  year,  but  Prof. 
Cronimelln  i'a\.s  .rune.  It  Is  now  travel- 
ing hundreds  of  tnlles  a  minute,  head-on 
for  the  earth. 

"If  the  actual  date  of  lateraactlon  of 
the  patha  of  the  earth  and  oomet  ware 
Juno*  M.  there  weald  be  a  oUllalon." 
he  aaya.  'We  wouMa't  be  wiped  out,

"frommelln  thInk.M  tho  chances  of  col- 
lision are  not  great.  He  smiles  at  the 
belief  of  layman  Ip  a  eollloton  of  a 
eemet  and  the  earth  aa  beiag  fatal  to 
the  earth.  Sdentiats  pointed  out  ycare 
ago  that  comets  are  eompoaed  largely 
of  Jfurnlng  gieeri.  while  a  collision  Ih 
the  cause  of  tremendous  atmospheric 
dinturbancefi.

■  s  I iiH-  time  iioiiiiiijf  must  be  taken 
for  Ki'anted,  and  today  a  aoclety  of 
economiats  might  not  consider  an 
affirmative  answer  to  *Ia  Art  Worth 
While?*  a  foregone  conclusion.  In 
fact,  in  the  many  plana  for  the  »>le\.i- 
tion  and  development  of  industrlea  to- 
day, art  \h  r\ot  put  In  the  forefront  as 
an  all-important  factor. 

PrinilUTe  Art 

"The  Incas  of  Bolivia  have  loft 
examples  of  their  early  work  which 
can  hartlly  ilmtinnvilshe.!  from  \hal 
of  the  Btrucsans  and  early  Greek 
tribes,  and  the  more  primitive  trlbea 
of  the  present  day  use  similar  forms 
to  decorate  their  uteneHs,"  eonUnued 
Mr.  ShallcroaiL  Aa  oonmunlUas  be- 
came- more  ehrllised  the  conception  of 
art  demanded  more  elaborate  Inter- 
pretation. The  speaker  citod  some 
examples  of  evident  ch  of  thl«  fSi  t. 
KRyptlan  art  had  Influenced  that  of 
C,ree(  •■  th  it  of  Greece  the  Romans. 
And  art  bad  alwaye  been  cloeely  aa- 
aooiated  with  the  religion  of  the 
nations,  repreeanting  In  concrete  form 
the  spiritual  ideals  of  the  time.  Thus. 
In  the  tombs  of  Eiopf.  the  decora- 
tions illustrated  pantheistic  t)ellefn 
rid  a  future  which  would  renew  the 
material  dellRhta  of  the  world.  The 
buildings  .md  statuary  of  Greece 
preached  the  goepel  of  Olympus;  the 
Christians  of  the  Middle  Ages  lav- 
ished their  skill  on  cathedrals  and 
abbeys  that  they  might  be  fittlna 
ehrines  for  the  solemn  rites  of  tbc 
church;  and  recently  there  was  un- 
veiled In  Whitehall  a  mntiument 
whli  h  would  tell  for  all  time,  as  no 
■^iMikpii  word  coultl  do.  tlie  proud 
grief  of  an  Empire  and  the  honor  due 
to  Shooa  BMat  who-had  dtad^  aalhna- 

nnial  eonotaph  waa  the  work  of  an 
arohiteet  emplovinv  the  most  consum- 
mate art  with  dignity  and  reserve,  and 
no  one  who  irasea  upon  It  will  ever 
dare  to  hint  that  art  is  not  worth 
while,"  ImpresHcil   the  speaker. 

If  then,  as  tii«t..rv  showed,  there 
had  been  no  ctvlllzailon  without  art. 
then  surely  art  waa  something  that 
the  human  raoo  had  eoaeiderad  esssn- 
Ual  to  ita  well-lMlna.  Art  was  only  art 
when  it  was  uaed  to  baautify^hinKs 
of  use  w'thout  thereby  IncreaslnR 
the'r  iisefii'ness. 

"We  have  works  of  art  which  are 
Intended  to  be  adnilred  and  not  used: 
and  we  have  bul'dlnas  and  art'dee 
of  daily  uee  to  which  art  haa  addpd 
beantr  and  attraoUveneasi"  reilUndad

He  touched  on  the  relation  of  art 
and  economics.  The  modem  standard 
of  lii^nc  and  elviUsatlon  depended  on 
the  production  by  one  set  of  workers 
of  a  surplus  which  wan  exchanged 
for  surpluses  produced  hv  other 
workers.  In  many  rases  no  irreat 
exertion  was  reaiilred  to  secure  the 
bare  neceKwitles  for  food  and  warmth 
There  were  races  today  which  refused 
to  work  continooualy  becauae  food 
eaaily  obtained  waa  all  tha^  their 
simpla  life  demanded.  Kren  In  this 
country  there  were  men  working  half 
time  becauae  full  time  work  would 
pri..liii  c  :i  surplus  which  they  did  not 
reipilre  Hut  for  the  mf>st  part  people 
tried  to  produce  a  surpign  so  that  they 
mlaht  acquire  beautiful  things  as  well 
as  thinga  which  made  for  comfort 

Tha  ooBiaMrelal  aapaet  of  art  waa 
nest  touekad  on.  Althouati  In  soma 
cIsssBs  Of  mannfactured  goods  art 
was  not  an  essential  element.  It  was 
an  all-Important  factor  In  others.  Be- 
tween some  sroups  of  workers  It  was 
almONt  the  only  Inducement  for  cx- 
ehanae  of  producta  Art  and- civilisa- 
tion In  all  ages  had  advan«ed  hand  In 
hand,  art  bein«  reonlrad  to  aire  vis- 
ible eapresaiqn  to  the  moat  aobllme 
spiritual  Ideaa.  aAd  proving,  further- 
more, a  Worthy  IncenUve  to  work  and 
produce.    It  Waa,  therefare,  worth
